What I would like to do is go 
back fifteen years and to review. the 
first and most t phase of our 
planning of a great centre of scientific 
reserach in Eretz Yisrael — the phase 
that was initiated in the autumn of 
1944 in the form of a gift to Dr. Weiz- 


mann, who was to be 70 years of age 


on November 27 that year. 

The e sion of the Daniel Sieff 
Research Institute (opened in 1934) in- 
to an institution of broader scope em- 
bracing the disciplines of the exact 
sciences was conceived by several of 
Dr. Weizmann‘s friends in the U.S. 
They felt it was the most appropriate 
expression of their homage to him and 
appreciation of his role in history. 

After having obtained the blessing 
of Mr. and Mrs. Israel M. Sieff for the 
project — for their gift of the Daniel 
Sieff Research Institute in 1934 was 
the beginning of things at Rehovot — 
the American group went ahead both 
to raise the finances and to plan the 
research and building programmes. 


* * * 
HE preparations were launched at 
the height of World War II. The 
world was engaged in the most des- 
— struggle mankind had ever en- 
ured. 


Here in this country, still called Pal 
estine, the political horizon was quies- 
cent but uncertain and beclouded. The 
rumblings were still muted. Like the 
Jewish people throughout the rest of 
the world, the Yishuv had been stunned 
by the unparalleled tragedy of the Six 
Million. The Yishuv, among Jews 
everywhere, had a family bereavement 


and a family grief in each of the ter- 


rible events that took place in the Na- 
zi death-camps of Poland and Germa- 
ny. 

Science was then linked with the 
engines of war and destruction, and 
its proceedings — on the surface, at 
least — had little peaceful intent or 
purpose. It was clear at the time that 
the ambitious plan to establish a great 
Institute of Science was not being 
launched under what could be called 
auspicious circumstances. 

But, on the other hand, we were en- 
couraged to proceed by the thought 
that men of seience in this country had 
their own specific contributions to 
make towards the ultimate betterment 
of man’s lot and the evolution of a 
new order. We wanted to build for 
the time when Science would again be 
able to develop its aims tranquilly out- 
side the military sphere and the scien- 
tists of Eretz Yisrael could have ‘the 
opportunity to make their identifiable 
contributions to human progress. 

Some 18 months later, at the time 
the corner-stone was laid at Rehovot 
in June 1946, Dr. Weizmann wrote: 

“We hope i time to establish a re- 
gular interchange of scientific experience 
and ideas, as well aa ot scientific staff,

In setting forth the aim of the new- 
ly-projected Institute at that time, Dr. 
Weizmann said it was twofold: first, 
the pursuit of scientific knowledge and 
its application to the special conditions 
of this country; and second, the re- 
establishment and maintenance of the 
links between science and scientists in 
this country and the main body of 


scientifie 
world. 


That aim has been largely attained 

in the past ten years since November 
2 1949. and the Weizmann Institute 
has earned a place fer itself in the 
world of science. 


These ten years since Dr. Weizmann 
dedicated the Institute have been a 
period of growth and building: and as 
we project our thoughts to the next 
ten years, when consolidation of our 
position — especially our finances — 
and development of intellectual and 
scientific processes will be our watch- 
word, I cannot but echo Dr. Weiz- 
mann’s dictum that “science... will 
help to bring to this country, as te the 
world at large, both peace and the pro- 
mise of a new and fuller life.” 


That consummation is in the making. 


endeavour in the Western 


CIENTIFIC pursuit is a succession of 
associated stages. This is the way 
science grows and this was the manner 
i in which the. Weizmann Institute of 
| Science grew. 
Science is a labyrinth — not a 
* throughway, and Dr. Chaim Weizmann, 
a scientist, was well aware of this. Years 
ago, he said: 

“Those who set out to achieve something 
specific in science never achieve u. But 
those who work for the sake of science 
usually reach the mountain top.” 

HE chemistry laboratory in the Sieff 

Institute where Dr. Weizmann 

himself worked is still used by a Pro- 
fessor Weizmann — his sister. Anna. 
And organic chemistry. his field, is still 
centred in the Sieff Institute. 

The various fields of modern science. 
however, cannot be classified into se- 
parate and distinct divisiéns. To pursue 
his projects, Dr. Weizmann surrounded 
himself with a physicist. a microbiolog- 
ist, a photochemist, a spectroscopist, etc. 
From these individual efforts grew 

‘ the nine departments and three sections 
which today compose the Weizmann In- 
4 stitute of Science. 

Organic chemistry concerns itself 
with carbon compounds — which are 
the materials of life. The organic 
chemist seeks to discover new and use- 


enzymes, hormones, antibodies and nuc- 
leic acids, studying the basic problems 
of biology and medicine from the che- 
mical viewpoint. 

Under a grant of the Muscular Dys- 
trophy Association of the United States, 
the section is doing a basic study of 
muscle. Another important project is 
the study of photosynthesis, the well- 
known but little understood process 
through which plants absorb water and 
carbon dioxide and convert these to 
carbohydrates and free oxygen. 

The Department of Polymer Re- 
search, directed by Professor Aharon 
Katzir, was formalized in 1947 Poly- 
mers are large molecules composed of 
long chains of atoms and include such 
familiar substances as plastics, rubber, 
protein, red blood cells and a multitude 
of others. 

Scientists of this department have 
constructed the first synthetic “muscle 
machine,” a mechano-chemical device 
which approximates the work of body 
muscle, transforming chemical energy 
directly into mechanical work. 

The department includes two subsid. 
iary divisions: the electronic micro- 
scope, headed by Dr. David Danon, 
— As able of photographing po-

The Institute’s Department of Iso- 
tope Research, headed by Professor Is- 
rael Dostrovsky, gained international 
fame by the development of a process 
for manufacturing heavy oxygen, an 
isotope of normal oxygen. Today the 
Institute supplies 95 per cent of the 
world’s requirements of this isotope 
for research purposes. 

Another important project of this 
department is water tracing, and its 
scientists recently completed a two- 
ear operation with Tahal, the Israel 

ater Authority; in determining ori- 
gins, flow and age of Israel ground- 
Now trained by the scientists, 
Tahal personnel continue the oroject. 

Other departmental work includes 
the study of chemical and biological 
reactions through the use of isotopes. 
The department also maintains the 
Middle East Tritium Assay Laboratory 
for the U.S. Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, and conducts a radioisotopes train- 
ing centre.

The Municipalities still suffer from the 
laws under which they operate, laws en- 
forced by the Mandatory regime to restrict 
the freedom of councils and to concene 
trate power in the hands of the central 
authority. Clearly reforms have to be in- 
troduced to increase the independence and 
powers of the local authorities. But, no ree 
forms will be effective as long ag the will 
ef the electorate is nullified by a system 
which makes a mockery of the municipa- 
lity. 


Ot course it would be naive to suggest 


that there should be no politics at all in 
municipal life. Rating, budgets and plan- 
ning are certainly political matters about 
which parties form and hold opinions. But 
they do not warrant 14 parties and the 
dictatorship of a minority. 

The only escape from this dilemma posed 
for the voter is to vote for a party with 
well-defined policies and reliable leaders. 
A well-intentioned vote for a splinter group 


which will “work along with” Mapai and

This 
can only be achieved if the voters vote 


Any other vote means an endorsement 
of that municipal lack of control through
